The Belgians intervened after the 
Separatist-, had seized city 
hall: 
yesterday, suppressed the uprising 
and drove many of the rebels out of 
town.

The Separatists were 
disarmed 
and their leaders conveyed to some 
place unknown. It is reported 
there 
was sharp fighting before some of 
the rebels were dislodged. 
Two of the Separatists were 
lit­ 
erally cut to bits in the hand to hand 
druggie. Several Germans on both 
.ides were wounded. 
The populace which opposed 
the 
revolt, gathered before the British 
Consulate, giving the British credit 
for delivering them from 
the rebels 
A British colonel was raised to the 
shoulders of the crowd and horn in 
triumph through the streets. It was 
the Belgian high commissioner, how- 
ever, who ordered the rebels

down. He commanded that all

rioters should be disarmed and ex­ 
pelled from the town by three «p. in.

Senator Watson declared that the 
disarmament conference inaugurated 
by President Harding was the great­ 
est move toward permanent peace 
that the world had ever seen.

annual roll call, which begins

Armistice Day, the Commission 
on 
International Justice and Goodwill 
of the Federal Council of Churches 
declares that the foreign activities 
of the American Red Cross 
have 
been a long step towards 
interna­ 
tional co-operation and 
friendship 
atnd for the abolition of war. 


In its statement the 
Commission 
points out that mankind will 
never 
reach the millcnium at a hound, 
hut 
only by the steady march of millions 
of intelligent, noble-minded and con­ 
secrated men and women who 
daily 
take the next step in the building of 
an orderly, friendly and co-operative 
world system. 


The statement says in part: 
“ The 
Day, November 11, 1918, calls 
to 
mind the hysterical joy that swept 
the nations when wireless and cable 
messages informed us that the A r­ 
mistice was signed and our millions 
of boys were too longer to he 
ex 
posed to sudden death. W hat hope 
and expectations then lit up all our 
horizons. The ‘Great W a r’ was end­ 
ed, and millions hoped that ‘war was 
to he no more.’ 


“ But five weary years have passed 
and those visions and hopes 
have 
been fading away. They are now’ o f­ 
ten sneered at and preparations 
for 
war more dreadful and 
destructive 
go on apace. Armistice D ay has been 
losing its significance as the 
years 
have passed. 


“ Friday, November 11, 1921, was 
significant in America as the day for 
the opening of the Conference 
on 
Limitation of Armament, which day 
w’as also chosen for the Memorial 
Service to the Unknown Soldier, a)nd 
the dedication of the national mon­ 
ument in his honor.

services to the nation’s unnamed he­ 
roes were held that day in all

for tlie hungry among the country’s 
growing unemployed. 
As part of Prussia’s program of 
“ one hot meal a day for every de­ 
serving person in the country,” roll-* 
ing army kitchens filled with steam­ 
ing goulash-army stew-roll up each 
noon at designated spots throughout 
Berlin and other cities, and Salva­ 
tion Army lassies dish out gener­ 
ous portions to awaiting hundreds. 
Little children, scarcely 
able 
to 
toddle up to the awaiting dipper; old 
men and women so frail and weak 
they often need the assistance of 
the younger and stronger; strong 
men simply out of work and out of 
funds-in fact, every kind of hungry 
individual 
imaginable-stand 
for 
hours awaiting the approach of the 
rumbling old kettle-w’ngons. 
The blind and weak among those 
assembled are sorted out by the S a l­ 
vation Army folks and brought to 
the front that they may be served 
first and be sure of their meal. 
The crowds which visit these roll­ 
ing kitchens grow from day to day 
as now 
hundreds are thrown into 
unemployment and as others, finally 
driven be hunger, are forced to put 
aside their pride and face their fel- 
lowmen and eat of public charity. 
Every person fed by the Salvation 
Army 
must 
obtain 
a 
certificate 
showing his need for such support. 
This he must present. 
Oeassionally 
when food remains ,other stragglers, 
peering hungrily into the kettles, are 
fed, and more often those who have 
received 
ample portions 
offer 
to 
divide 
with 
fellow-sufferers 
who 
have not yet obtained the card ne­ 
cessary to provide them with the 
one warm 
meal 
the 
Government 
hopes every 
German

dw arfs Jack Dempsey for size, and 
whose tremendous brawn is control­ 
led by a brain that can out-think any 
two politicians in the broad Domin 
ion of Canada; a man who tits int 
the big open spaces of the Nort 
Country and into the dignities ant 
sauvities of a social order most rig 
orous; finally, a man imbued w ith 
g reat kindliness andi liking for his 
fellow men that is Sir Henry Thorn 
ton, the American who runs Cana 
d a’s national railway system. 
Of course, he is a Britisher now 
and lias a title and all that, but is 
ju st by the accident o f eireumstan 
ces. 
The English have a habit o 
putting titles and colored ribbons on 
their achieving men. So plain Henry 
Thornton, form erly of the Univer­ 
sity of Pennsylvania football squad 
became Sir Henry because he coulc. 
do things with railroads. 
Right now' he is w'restling with one 
of the biggest railroad problems in 
the world. It is the problem of mak 
tag a railroad system of 23,000 miles 
with a hook value of $1,900,000,000 
running through a tremendously rich 
but also a new and sparsely settlec 
country, compete successfully w’ith 
another system, 
privately 
owned, 
with# 16,000 miles of lines, most of 
which parallel Thornton’s. 
Well, he 
won’t do it this year; the Canadian 
government will 'have to meet a de­ 
ficit of some $40,000,000, due en­ 
tirely however, to 
the 
tremendous 
fixed charges on such enormous in­ 
vestment Of capital. 
The term “empire builder” was in­ 
vented 
to express such 
men 
at 
Thornton. 
He is building for the 
future— for the day when Canada, 
the young giant of the north, will 
be a land of hundreds of millions of 
people instead of nine to «ten millions 
as now\ Long before that day comes 
— and David Lloyd George, po mean 
prophet, foresees a 
population 
of 
366,060,000 for Canada eventually 
long ere that, Sir Henry’s work of 
today will have justified itself. 
Canada is a tacky country, front 
a transportation standpoint. 
Tlu* 
country will grow up to its railroad 
facilities, not outgrow them. 
This 
land of 9,000,000 p< oplc h a s two of 
the 
finest 
trans-continental rail­ 
road- in the world. 
It has, in Can­ 
adian national railways, the biggest 
single railroad system anywhere. It 
has the finest trains, both on the 
Canadian National and the Canadian 
P a c i fi c ; tlu* most up-to-the-minute 
equipment, roadbeds not to be ex­ 
celled anywhere — everything that 
goes to make travel speedy and lux­ 
urious, and the transportation of 
commerce quick and efficient. 
The Canadian 
national 
railway 
system is a government project. It 
i- public ownership, and all that. But 
iu a peculiar sense the Canadian n a ­ 
tional is just Sir Henry Thornton. 
Now Sir Henry is not a politician, 
’ie is a railroad man. 
He was a notable football player 
and athletic coach a t University of 
Pennsylvania and Vanderbilt. 
He 
started railroading with the Penn­ 
sylvania, 
and 
eventually 
was 
in 
charge of the Long Island railroad 
He was there when the Great E as­ 
tern, the British system that runs 
more trains in at given time than any 
transportation system on the globe, 
grabbed him. 
The house of Com­ 
mon threw a fit when this husky 
Yankee was imported to help run a 
British railroad. 
“ You folks are known for your 
sporting 
fairness,” Thornton 
said, 
amid the hubbub* “Give me a sport 


ing chance; th at’s every last thing I 
ask.” 


They did. 
He made good. 
The 


British took him to themselves, as 


witness his title and his tremendous 
popularity. 
Then Canada got him— 
got him by agreeing to put him in 
sole charge of the Canadian nation­ 
al, a project then in embryo. 
Mac- 
Kenzie King, Canadian premier, had 
to stand -up in Commons at Ottawa 
and pledge his honor that politics 
and politicians w ould keep hands off 
the Canadian national, before Sir 
Ilenry would make a bargain to tac- ' 
kle the problem. 
Me took hold last 
December. 
Early this spring, the 
Canadian rational system as it now 
is, took form. 
Before that, it was 
much less extensive. 


W hat 
happened when 
Thornton 
grabbed the throttle? 
Morale began 
to rise. 
“We’re going somewhere,” 
Canadian men will tell you today. 
I’ll say w'e are.” 
Thornton has to get money from 
Parliament to build new lines if he 
wants them. 
He has to get an O. K. 
from the Canadian finance minister 
if he wants to issue equipment trust 
certificates to buy new equipment. 
Bnt he does nob have to take advice, 
insults, or anything else from politi­ 
cians. 
lie is not harrassed by hav­ 
ing politician employees in his or­ 
ganization. 
He told all his subor­ 
dinates when he took on to let poli­ 
ties alone. 
Sir Henry Thornton’s 
office in Montreal is his office, not 
the office of a bureau of the C ana­ 
dian federal government. 
And that 
means that he can politely but firmly 
exclude politicians. 


While the Canadian national is a 
government enterprise, it is not a 
monopoly. 
It has the- tremendously 
virile and efficient Canadian Pacific 
under Lord Shaughnessy, also a fo r­ 
mer resident of the United Sattes, to 
compete with. 
That makes it better 
for the C. N. 
The railroad business 
in Canada today is ju st plain busi­ 
n e s s even though the bulk of the 
track is owned by the government. 
I he Canadian national will never 
make money until Canada has more 
people, 
it pays now', in an operat­ 
ing sense, but the tremendous cost 
>f tying up capital in lines spanning 
vast stretches of new, undeveloped, 
unpopulated 
country eats 
up the 
operating 
surplus 
of 
$13,000,000, 
which will he shown this year. 
The 
fixed charges total nearly $60,000,- 
000 a year.

is Afraid to Stopl When Hailed 
by Person in Citizens Clothes 


Seeking to ndd to the factor of 


safety on the public highways 
of 


Indiana, the directors of the Hoosier 
State Automobile association, in an- 
nual- session just held, went on re- 
ford as favoring a plan which would 


iuire all police officers or 
other 


officers to wear some sort of a uni- 
form or easily distinguishable mark- 
ing's which would serve to 
inform 


motorists instantly that such men 
were officers of the law. A statement 
iras issued by A. G. jLupton, presi- 
dent, and M. E. Noblet, secretary- 
nanager, both?of whom-were!reflec- 
ted to their respective offices for the 
eighth consecutive time. 


"It is getting so that a (driver of 


a motor vehicle is afraid to stop, es- 
pecially in the night time, , when 
hailed by a person in citizens' cloth- 
ing on "the .-public -highways," 
the 


statement says.' 


"Bootleggers, 'high jackers, hold- 


up men and ail such like are operat- 
ing on the public highways frequent- 
ly, it is added. "There have been 
many cases in which a motorist is 
apparently broken down and in trou- 
ble, flagjring a passing motorist only 
to 'iiavc it discovered that this 
is 


merely a ruse for a robbery. 


"Weary motorists, at night espec- 


ially, just naturally 'step on it' when 
some one; /in citizens' clothing at- 
tempts to stop them, and no one can 
he blamed -for this desire to 
get 


away from what, Imay turn out 
to 


he a. hold-up. The honest motorist 
who really is in trouble is out 
of 


luck in getting assistance. 


"When officers of the law attempt 


to stop a motorist—well, that motor- 
ist may be law-abiding enough, but 
he is more fearful of a hold-up and 
in! most cases will attempt to bent it. 
This has resulted in many instances 
in a fnsilade of shots from the offic- 


ers. Only poor marksmanship has 
prevented many killings on this ac- 
count, -although there have b'eeni in- 
stances of persons being - severely 
wounded and a few have lost their 
lives.' 


The state motor vehicle police- 


men are in uniform and caih readily 
be recognized even' at a. considerable 
distance. City police usually -work 
in uniform, also, and this includes 
the police of even the smaller cities. 
But sheriffs .and deputies and con- 
stables !<id town 
marshals 
and 


other officials of that class are not 
in uniform and it is rare that any 
one of them^ever takes the precau- 
tion to pin 'his badge on the' outside 
of his coat where it, at least,' would 
give a motorist to understand that 
he is being hailed by an officer. 


"This is the situation. What is to 


be done" about itf" the auto associa- 
tion president asks. Cf'.-itinuing, Mr. 
Lnpton says: "Our members in every 
community all over Indiana can take 
this matter up in their respective 
localities, find out just what

Out of the snapping snarls and 


ruthless retaliation that character- 
izes the European diplomatic fight 
for commercial supremacy, it is dif- 
ficult to gleam little/more than an 
undisputed fact here and there, that 
cut, but little figure in the great 
objective.

Draft Big Problem to Minors

major leagues seem now to be a sure 
winner over

minor 


leagues in the throe-year draft fight. 


Superficially, such matters as the 


draft might 'be regarded as some- 
thing for *lub owners to fight about 
during the off-season but, as a mat- 
ter of fact, the draft is of- para- 
mount concern to the fans in the 
smaller leagues' who want to 
see 


good baseball. 


Fundamentally, the draft is this: 
The major league club owners 


want the privilege of getting 
the 


best players developed in the minor 
leagues for the.least expenditure of 
money.

. The fight, which apparently.1 is now

-Winnipeg, Nov. 3—A man 
who 


dwarfs Jack Beinpsey for size, ani 
whose tremendous brawn is control- 
led by a brain thaT can out-think any 
two politicians in the broad Domin- 
ion of Canada; a man who fits into 
the,-big open spaces of the North 
Country and1 into the dignities am! 
sauvities of a sociaJ order most rig- 
orous; finally, a man imbued with a 
great' kindliness and likiag for his 
fellow men that is Sir Henry Thorn- 
ton, ithe American who rims Cana- 
da's .national railway system. 


Of course, 'he is a Britisher' now 


and has a, tijle and all that, but is 
just by the accident of c-ircomstan- 
^es. T'he EngKsh have a habit of 
putting .titles and colored ribbons on 
their, achieving men. So plain Henry 
Thornton, formerly of .the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania footbaH. squad, 
became Sir Henry because lie could 
do things with railroads.
